as Menlo Park did. It is close to San 
Francisco ,the railroad and bus fares 
to same are very reasonable, the cli- 
matic conditions are ideal, every lot 
on which a home can be built is in 
easy walking distance of either the 
shopping district or railroad depot of 
Menlo Park or Palo Alto. Beautiful 
live oak trees dot the whole of our 
city, yet with all of these wonderful 
conditions there is something lacking 
to put our city over the top, and make 
it a likeable place to live in. A place 
of which we could justly be proud to 
call our home town. 

I have made a study of the cause 
and have come to the conclusion that 
the reason we are standing still as we 


are, is due to the fact that Menlo Park |. 


having gone all the years that it has 
without being incorporated, has had a 
tendency to cater some very undesid- 
able citizens ,they are luckily small in 
number but still numerious enough to 
be a real disturbing element. They 
are against every thing that spells pro- 
gress in any way, and if the decent 
people of our city allow themselves to 
listen to this knocking element, I am 
afraid our home town will not amount 
to much. These people stand ready to 
hammer every proposition that is for 
the betterment of the people as a whole 
and I think thateach and every one of 
us should make it our business to give 
our support to every thing that is done 
by any of our Ciity officials, that in 
anyway tends to advance the city along 
Progressive lines. 

I am prompted to write my views be- 
cause of the fact that the majority of 
our City Councilmen who are doing 
their level best to put Menlo Park on 
the map and on par with other penin- 
sula cities. These councilmen are not 
looking fo rbouquets, but they would, 
I am sure appreciate a little support. 
Movie Picture actors kno wtheir pic- 
tures are a success or a failure by 
the number of nickels and dimes that 
come into the box office of the vari- 
ous theaters. Our Councilmen are 
like radio entertainers, only that the 
radio people get the breaks so to speak 
they know their populairty through let- 
ters, post cards ,telegrams and tele- 
phone calls sent to them through their 
broadcasting stations. Our Councilmen 
want to please the people just the same 
as the other public servants do, and 
they like to hear words of praise for 
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their unpaid efforts as well as to hear 
knocks for everything they do be it 
right or wrong. So let us not be just 
onesided, let us knock when a knock 
will do some good, but let us also 
praise when praise is due.

On November 15h, 1929, a new 
Telephone Directory will go to press, 
so by getting your street numbers now 
and without delay, your name, tsreet 
and telephone will all be in that new 
book so that you can easily be found 
and just as easy to find others.

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WESTERN PACIFIC WILL FIGHT 
FOR SAN FRANCISCO LINE 

The Western Pacific Co. will con- 
tinue its fight for the right to con- 
struct a railroad from San Francisco 
to Redwood City, notwithstanding an 
adverse decision from Examiner C. F. 
Weed of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. This was the announce- 
ment of J. H. Coupin, commercial 
agent for the Western Pacific, on a 
visit Monday too Redwood City. 

While the report of the examiner 
was negative on the application of the 
Wrestern Pacific, it was pointed out 
that the decision for some unknown 
reason was rendered by Commissioner 
Weed, who was not present at the 
hearings, instead of by Examiner 
Davis, who conducted the proceedings. 
The recommendation is not final ana 
the Western Pacific will still have a 
chance before the commission itself 
when the application is up for final 
determination by that body. The arg- 
uments will be presented in the very 
near future, according to Coupin, and 
it will probably be several months be- 
fore the final decision of the commis- 
sion is rendered. Coupin seemed very 
optimistic over the outcome of the 
hearing, 

Findings In Part 

The findings appear to be based to a 
large extent wpon the following state 
ment, which is a part of the examin- 
er’s summary: “If this project were 
associated with a present proposition 
to connect the proposed line at Red- 
wood City with the line of the West- 
ern Pacific at Niles, thereby giving 
the latter carrier an all-rail entrance 
into San Francisco, which is suggest 
ed as a future development, so thar 
the heavy expense of such an under- 
taking could offset the traffic advant- 
ages of such an entranice, questions 
would be raised for consideration 
which are not raised by the present 
record.” 

While the application upon which 
the recent decision was made was for 
the Peninsula line only, the Western 
Pacific at the time of the application 
announced its intention of connecting 
this proposed line with its through 
line at Niles. To build a bridge would 
be an expensive undertaking and 
friends of the Western Pacific claim 
that it was the intention of the road, 
upon receiving permission to build the 
Peninsula line to then negotiate with 
the Southern Pacific for the use of 
the Dumbarton bridge and upon fail- 
ure of such negotiations to construct a 
bridge of its own. Naturally, no ne- 
rotiations could be entered into until 
the right to build the Peninsula line 
had been established. 

In the official report of the examin- 
er, the following conclusions are set 
forth touching the general necessity 
for the proposed Western Pacific line: 
“As there are some 7500 acres of solid 
land on the Peninsula between the 
line of the Southern Pacific and the 
bay which are not now available fo1 
industrial improvement, it hardly 
seems necessary to improve much of 
the marshland and tideland at pres- 
ent, Again considering the present 
transportation condition on the Penin- 
sula and the fact that the Southern 
Pacific line has capacity largely in 
excess of its present use, it is difficult 
to find in the facts presented any sat- 
isfactory reason for the construction 
of the proposed line by the applicant 
within a mile of an existing double- 
track line of excellent character. 
which is receiving well all present 
needs of the territory.” 

The complete report of the examin- 
er, which has been received locally, 
covers 20 typewritten pages and re- 
views all the arguments on both sides 
of the controversy.

SAN MATEO COUNT YWILL 
GET NEW PHONE DIRECTORY 


San Mateo county will soon have its 
own telephone directory, according to 
L. C. Brown, manager for the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
here. 

Preliminary steps in the preparatiou 
of the first San Mateo County Tele- 
phone Directory are now under way, 
and present plans indicate that deliv- 
ery of the new directory will be under- 
taken about November Ist. 


“Approximately 12,000 copies of the 
directory will be issued” Brown stated, 
“and it will contain lists of subscrib- 
ers, alphabetically arranged, for each 
exchange in San Mateo county. The 
new directory will be much iighter in 
weight than the old, and due to the 
listing arrangement it will be easier 
to locate the party you wish to call.” 

A buyers’ guide section will be in- 
cluded in the directory, listing most of 
the county’s business concerns. This 
section offers the progressive business 
men an opportunity of keeping their 
names and products before the more 
than 10,900 telephone subscribers in 
the county. 

Listings of all telephone subscribers 
in San Mateo county will also continue 
to appear in the “Other Cities and 
Towns” section of the Bay counties di- 
rectory.

A rumor of vital interest and import- 
ance to this section of the Peninsula 
and which has been prevalent for sev- 
eral weeks, was confirmed yesterday 
with the announcement of the sale by 
Charles E. Davies of 50 acres of land 
at Port San Francisco, Belmont, to 
the General Electric Co. for the erec- 
tion of one of the largest broadcast- 
ing stations jn the world. The papers 
recording the sale were filed in the 
office of County Recorder T. C. Rice 
on Tuesday. The approximate price 
for the land was $50,000. 

Tt is generally understood that the 
General Electric Co. will make this 
new unit its main station on the Pa- 
cific Coast and headquarters for the 
experimental work in television and 
other advanced lines associated with 
radio, 

Roads leading to the proposed plant 
have already been constructed by the 
owners of Port San Francisco and 
wells sunk to furnish the water supply 
for the station. Work on the actual 
construction of the station will begin 
within 30 days, it was authoritively 
stated yesterday. 

The main building will be 150 feet 
in length, will be of modern construc- 
tion, and will employ a large number 
of workers. The land purchased lies 
directly at the end of Harbor boule- 
vard which is the main thoroughfare 
eonnecting El] Camino Real with the 
industrial enterprise of Port San 
Francisco. 

Port San Francisco is a develop- 
ment ‘project started some time agu 
upon which considerable money has 
been expended. The Harbor Delevop- 
ment, a subsidiary of the Standard 
Dredging Company, owns over 3,000 
acres at this point. The ultimate plan 
is to dredge a 300 foot channel at this 
point to connect with the natural 
deep channel of the bay which extends 
along the bay shore not far from Port 
San Francisco. 

The General Electric project is the 
first big enterprise to get started here 
and it is generally believed that this 
will give an impetus to the whole 
project that will insure its ultimate 
success as an industrial center.

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COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO 
PROMOTE BAY AREA 


A Committee of “49” was authoriz- 
ed by the general committee of the 
Bay Area Metropolitan District 
when members gathered Tuesday at 
the San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce to hear the first report of the 
committee of seven which had been 
appointed to work out some plan for 
closer unity among the various com- 
munities about the bay. 

The committee of seven, consisting 
of President Almer M. Newhall, pres- 
ident of the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce; President E. B. Field ot 
the Oakland Chamber of Commerce; 
B. Hinman, secrefary of the Red- 
wood City Chamber of Commerce; 
George P. Keller of Martinez; T. J. 
O’Hara, president of the Vallejo Cham 
ber of Commerce; Harry G. Ridgway, 
president of Marvelous Marin Asso 
ciation, and Frazier Reed of San Jose, 
reported that a committee of seven

After President Newhall had called 
the meeting together and read a reso- 
lution adopted by the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors approving the 
unity of the communities, he turned 
the meeting over to President Field, 
who said:
